Metzger is considered a key 


addition for the Astros—he can 
make the doubleplay and hit 
.270 at Tacoma last season. If 
he succeeds it would add to 
Houston's inner defense while 
Menke takes his clutch bat—he 
led the club in batting at .304 
and with 92 runs batted in—to 
first base. 


Both Morgan, who led the 


club in steals with 42 and 
scored 102 runs, and Rader, 
who had his best year with 25 
homers and 87 RBI, are fix- 
tures. 


The outfield has slugging Jim 


Wynn, a .282 swinger with 27 
homers and 88 RBI in center,

Jurors Differ

FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) — 


The jurors trying Lt. William 
Calley Jr. apparently are fight- 
ing bitterly over a decision on 
the first of four murder counts 
against him. They planned, in 
today's sixth day of deliber- 
ations, to hear an all-day rerun 
of prosecution testimony. 


For Calley, sweating out the 


verdict that will decide his fu- 
ture, it means listening again 
to the grim words of men he 
commanded at My Lai, relating 
that he coldly mowed down 30- 
40 civilians herded through a 
trail intersection. 


The government charges that 


the lieutenant killed at least 30 
there. The jury, under instruc-
